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PBEFACE 

This autographed Cunoiform Script is intended to supplement 
the author's Ana'mt J'ertiian Lexicon uud T> xts^ 19US. Since 
proposed rcadingH are there given in foot-notes under the trans- 
literation and treated more fully in the Lexicon^ 1 deem it neces- 
sary to discusa only some new material which has been made ac- 
cessilde and somocriticid suggestions which have appeared since 
the date above mentioned. 

Professor F. H. We!.ss>)ach has been workiu": on some very 
satisfactory photoorra])hs, recently eonie into his possession, of 
the Grave of Darius ui i\aka-i-UusUini. lie has been enabled 
to correct many readings in the upper inscription (NRa), as well 
aa to discover quite a number of somewhat isolated words occur- 
ring in the mutilated lower inscription (NBb). In addition to 
this he reads with certainty several superscriptions over the 
heads of the National Types of the Empire. All this material 
I^ofessor Weissbach has kindly placed at my disposal. In a 
personal letter he has given me the list of his NRb readings, 
and has forwarded in Sandrtickm, Corr^urabeug^ nnd Fahr 
nerwhzug advance pages of his excellent work, Keillmchriften 
der Achdmeniden^ which furnishes a synoptic trilingual text, 
and includes also all the purely Babylonian inscriptions of this 
dynasty. The volume will be issued within the next few months, 
probably long before the undersigned has corrected the final 
proof of the present book. 

Professor Weissbach's contributions from examination of pho- 
tographs serve to illustrate the possibilities which a careful re- 
examination of the rock itself might furnish. Would that my 
cuneiform text had been auto<rra})hed in situ! Stolzc^s Perse- 
polls has been beside me in my work and 1 have studied the 
photographs again and u<r;iin with powerful ma<rnifying glass. 
Signs which appear so muiiiatcd us to lose their identity, or are 
thus described in the partial re-examination by Jackson and the 
collation of the Behistan text by King-Thompson, 1 have indi- 
cated by shading, while I have used skeleton wedges to supply 
lacunae,

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My cuneiform text of Naks-i-Rustam follows mainly the re- 
sults of Woissbach's investigation, yot my examination of 
Stolzc's inadecjiiate photograph has led me in one or two cases 
to difler from tiie Leipzig professor; e. g. NRa. maniya[lia]-'>n)y

Professor Weissbach expects soon to pablish the originals 
(tdls in Idchidrucky teiU in Autograjjhie) in Ahhandlungm der 
K, SSehs, GesMchqft der Wisaenachaften, It seems that 
HatmaTazgi (not Btamavailci) is certain, partanun, j'^ (cf. Skt. pft, 
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figh£) removes I'f^^mi* from tho Persian vocabulary, patikari 
(aoc. pi., not patikaram) is cerUin. The first seven lines of the 
cuneiform text in NKb contain my own supplement, but Weiss- 
bach's continuation of amvasatam upariy (1* 3) makes my former 
conjecture aritim npaxiy very doubtful. 

Of supremo importance in this new material are the isolated 
words in 11. 86-39. Here, I believe, Darius is using phraseology 
in close agreement with that of tho Avesta. Tho second word 
of 1. 37, which T Troiild transliterate u5ibi|"y]a, T connect with A v. 
uS, ear^ Middh> Vvx--. us, New Pers, hos. W hat does the kinir moun 
when he sfiy.s; vainam[ijy uta usibi[y]a uta framanaya? lu a recent 
note (AJF. ol) 1 ventured to compnre such an Avestan theolo<j:ic 

phrase as Y. 02. 4. daya me urune usi, (ji'dnt t<> nuj ,snijl eam 

({. e. t/w ai pacify to uudt. nda/id il 'i r'tne wisdom). In this case 
Darius is really usinsr scriptural terms; I nee hoth with the CLipacity 
to perccitu: (usibi[y]a, lit. with two t ars) mid {icith understanding) 
o f the dirine precept (framiMya). The mooted question as to the 
religion of the AchaemeDidan kings I regard as now settled, for 
Darius bears testimony on bis own sepulchre to the Zoroastrian 
faith. 

In the Behistan inscription the Cuneiform Supplement con- 
tains several suggested emendati<ms in addition to those already 
recorded in my transliterated texts. As examples I would men- 
tion the following: King-Thompson's ara^Utl, Bb. 4. 73 1 would 
change to avatfi -(- word-divider -f- tft (acc. pi.); cf. possible simi- 
lar confusion in ucainui, Bh. 2. 89, for word-divider -h caima (see 
Lex, p. 75). Hoffmann-Kutachke's ara^s its {Die altpersiwhen 
Keilinschrifien des Oromhonigs Darajmcansch h i Behutun^ 2 
Nos.) offers no explanation for character of the sibilant, haca 
yaUya, Bh. 3. 26, (confirmed by KT) excl udes all former attempts at 
emendation. I cannot explain, therefore, Holfmann-Kutschke's 
introduction into his text of haca Y(a)utiya (his earlier conjecture, 
Or. Lit. 7Jq. 1 t^n,")). nor <lo I iinderstfind liow he Avoidd justify such 
a case -form. Excellent is Gray"s emendation [utjamaiy (Review of 
author's Lexicon. A J P. 80. 457) for KTs Lapjimaiy, Bh. 4. 46, (cf. 
Barlholomae, Altiran. H A., ;'s<;). In Lexicon^ p. 75, s. v. uU 1 
had remarked it seems improl»al)lc, siucc tlic two English schol- 
ars do not speak of the sign for 1 as <loubtf ul on the rock. The 
preceding lacuna, however, which may contain tlie tirst i)erpen- 
dicular wedge of the sign a, makes confusion very possible. 
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With reluotanoe I make the bold sapplem^it [fl«fl]tl7[itt 6lti:ifla]n> 
Aud«ii[ci], during hath the second year <md the third 
yeoTy Bh. 5. 2y 8. It involves in one or two cases the desperate 

expedient of interpreting the obliquely meeting wedges of word- 
divider (recorded by KT) as traces of a superimposed bori* 
zontal above the perpendicular. Such drastic treatment can 
only be justified by the fact of the weathered condition of this 
portion of the rock. Weissbach's attractive [pajtiy t[iiriya]nica 
p[a"cam5m] ^ardam (ZDMG. 62. 641) shows impossible IK)sition 
of the enclitic conjunction. llolluiauu-Kutschke*s [^ntiyaml (first 
proposed >\v Weissbach, ZDMG. 61. 730) should l)e [^^itiyam]. 
These proposed supplements are based, of course, on the assump- 
tion that ^ard corresponds t*) Btib. MU-AN-NA, year, Bh. 1.99; 
(Weissbach, ZDMG. 61. 724; iMd. 62. 629 flf.; Or. Lit. Ztg. 
Nov. IIHIS, 4S6 ff.; Review of anthor's Lexicon, ZDMG. 63. 
828. For opposite view, cf. Gray, iicview of author*8 Lexicon^ 
AJP. 30. 456.) 

Prolessor Meillet in a review of author's Lea^cm in the J(mr- - 
wH AxiaJtiqw expresses the wish that it had contained complete 
nnmerical references to all occurrences of each word and form. 
Such an indem verhorum is certainly a desideratum^ and it had 
now been prepared for the present volume by my pupil, Mr. E. 
L. Johnson. Mr. Johnson's work is entirely independent and 
he will explain in his preface its scope and plan.

PfiEFAGE 



So much haa been accoiupli^hf d in recent years in the deci- 
pherment and interpretatit>u uf cuneiform inscriptioos, so much 
has been added to our knowledge oi tho Ancient Persian lan- 
gfuage, thut a new Index Verborum to the Old I'crbiiin Inscrip- 
tions seema imperatively necessary. With such help as is ren- 
dered by photograpbs-^tolze^s and others — and with such work 
as Jackson^s partial re-6zaminati(m of the Behistan and Ferae- 
polls inscriptions, and King and Thompson's recent collation, 
textual criticism proceeds with fsr ij^reater certainty, and an 
Index like Spiegel's of some thirty years ago becomes necesBa- 
rily inadequate to present needs. 

In spite of all that scholarly examination of the inscriptions 
has been able to do, eome lines remain wholly illegible, some 
passages tantalize us with ieolated words, and the consequent 
variety of supplements and emendations increases the difficulties 
of the indexer. Some one edition must serve as a basis of his 
work, and in the present case Tohnan^s Ancient Persian Lexicon 
and Texts has been used: the citations follow for the most part 
the text as criven in that Toliime. The name of a scholar imme- 
diately following a root, a meaning, a form, or a lino number, 
indicates what his criticism has furnished, but tor all discussion 
of readings or interpretation and for citation of articles wlicrc 
these subjects are treated, reference has been made to the work 
of Professor Tolman mentioned above — designated everywhere 
as Tolman Lex. — in which all these (hitn h;i ve been so fully com- 
piled. Where a word is supplied in the text, tho fact is indicated 
in the Index by enclosing tiie line number in brackets; where 
the word occurs in mutilated form the lino number is followed 
by the portion of the word that is legible on the stone, with the 
sign + for each omitted character, while the larger + in a place 
or two marks the omission of an ideogram. Exception to this 
scheme has been made in the case of the repeated inscriptions of 
Xerxes and ol Artaxerxes at F^rsepolis, where the lacunae in 
one are supplied from another identical with it and therefore 
with no uncertainty of text, these words being given in the In- 
dex as if complete in all. In a few places the cited word con-

fonus to Profeasor Tolman's Cuneiform Supplement rather than 
to his transliteration of 1908. 

Special mention must be made of the Naks-i-Rustatn inscrip- 
tions, where the references follow the new materiai soon to be 
published by Professor Weissbach. The photographs which he 
has acquired bare added much to the text of those inscriptions, 
particularly KKb. I am under great obligation to him for ad- 
vanoe |mges of proof which he forwarded to Frof essor Tolman 
from his forthcoming parallel edition, Keilinsohriften der 
Achfimeniden, and which he kindly permitted me to use. This 
courtesy on his part has been of inestimable help for that por- 
tion of the work. In a few instances only hisve I adhered to 
Professor Tolman's eai'lier Naks-i-Rustam text in {nreference to 
Professor Weissbach's reading, and these where the latter is not 
stated as confirmed by the photographs. They are as follows: 
NEa. 38, yadlpatiy instead of yaaipad[l]y; NRa. 38-39, iiMmlyt[lia]y 
instead of maniy[aluiy t]ya; NRa. 46, durayaply instead of duray; NBd* 
2, dSraya^Hi instead of darayat". I have adopted Professor Weiss-

While, indeed, the Index is not a lexicon, yet n ] i opcr classi- 
fication, not to my idenlilication, of words requires in many 
places that meanings be given, and primary sitrnilications are 
generally added. However, in the matter of interpretation all 
doulitfid words are referred to the lexicographical material in 
Professor Tolman's work already mentioned. The Index, again, 
is no grammar, yet system in arrangement of forms amounts 
frequently to grammatical interpretation. But in this I have 
endeavored not to be arbitrary; my effort has been to make the 
work as swviceable as possible to those who may have occasion 
to nse it, yet to confine it to its own province. 

More than I am able to stiy, am I indebted to Ftofessor Tol- 
man for his kindly interest in all my work and for the helpful 
counsel which he has ever been ready to give.
